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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding Eppstein, the applicant has attempted 
to invoke 1 12 6th paragraph for the "means for rupturing the rupturable covering and positively displacing" however the specification only 
provides means for rupturing NOT, means for rupturing AND DISPLACING. The means for rupturing (conductive element) is exactly the 
same as disclosed by the applicant, for example P0031); This argument is therefore unconvincing and the rejection is maintained. 
Regarding Krulevitch in view of Santini, as discussed in amendment of 1 1 May 2007, claim 19 does not require the reservoir to be 
WHOLLY contained in the microtubes (compare to claim 14). Regarding claims 40 and 41, the hindsight reasoning argument is not 
convincing because of the expressly disclosed benefit of "improving delivery kinetics" and releasing the agent over a prolonged period of 
time, as well as eliminating the need for electronics which may fail in the body (Theeuwes Col 1 ). 
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
